The Youth of British Cblunibin. 

Wliat strikes a thougbtfiil man vory 
much ill iliis plaoo, is thoabsoiico of mnny 
influeafjoa vvhioh imperceptibly sh[ipo tUo 
oharaotors aud tastes of tbo young in oitler 
flosietiea. We lovo our , children, aud it 
ib but a naturul wisli.aDd-JM>p8t^9ft«fijift, 
part, that they may tura pu^t^ be idme- 
thing batter tbaa yie are, " mSl^e gontlo, 



espocially due liere to liomo training, for 
tho oiitaido influences iu social life iu Yie- 
toria are not, it must bo admitted, of an 
entirely good or wholesomo kind. Jioys 
are often harmed, and not improved, by 
tho societty of their seniors, and by the 
companions whom tlioy meet in tho etroota. 
The eflioaoy of homo training dimiuisbea 
at) obildr^a grow up, and they bocomoex- 
posed more and mor* to these deleterious 
outsidedi^aenoes.. It oanoQt.of ooarso,be 
expected thd^/^qa^g, oldtliuniuiity should 
preseQli,«)l tl^e advantages which old so- 
oietj affotds. In point of material'', ^roll- 
being, in form, statare, and bodily bsaltii, 
tho future youths of British Columbia 
will probably compare well with their 
kinsfolk, in England. But what will thoy 
be in morals, in character, and in tastes ? 
In au old country, there are many things 
that tend to give a noblo cast to the 
thoughts of youug people, and a generous 
courBo to their sympathies. Thoy may 
iivo ia humble dwellings, and all tho sur- 
roundings of their actual daily lives maj- 
bo aaiuTitiug.but they are at least iu a laud 
of history and traditions, where the old 
oathedral,' the rained tower, or the field 
of baCtle on which theit own forefathers 
may. have died, give them some idea of a 
oontinuous national life, and aome feeling 
of revorenoB for those who have departed. 
A feeling of reverent love is an oxcellent 
thing for young people to have. We can- 
not too much desire for them, also, what- 
ever influences are fitted to stimulate their 
imaginations wiiOleBomely at a time whoa 
thoy are merely moving about iu a world 
which thoy have not yet realized. Imagi- 
nation is one of the great powers of tho 
soul. It enables as to aommingle at will 
the spiritualities of our nature with the 
energies and shapes. of matter, and this 
opens a thoa8j|nd.M6^«tJ'Bj>riQg8 of love 
asd appreoiatro'h^and gives' a saorodnoss 
to places and things whicli aeom barren to 
the ungifted observer. To cheek tho im- 
agination of a boy, or to neglect his ima- 
ginative education at the season of joyous 
ifpirits and mounting hopes, is to him a 
great unkiDdneas, and indeed on injury, 
for it is tho faonlty that will enable him 
to look with new eyes on things which 
UBUoge has made common, and on all the 
mysteries of his being. It puts a poor 
b'>y in many respects on a level with a 
rich boy— for instance, the child of a la 
bourer, "backed by no ancestral graves," 
nevertheless, through his imagination, can 
hear anoetitral voices speaking to him 
frpm the figures on the stained windows, 
or on the decaying tapestry in the church. 

do not say that the imaginatioa of 
young people cannot bo cultivated hero — 
no doubt they might ba, and are stimu- 
lated by the glorious aspects of external 
nature; but sometbiug elso is wanted; 
Bomo concrete things like old buildijg.s, 
or memorable objects, connected with 
great men and great deeds in order to 
touch a boy's finer nature amidst his 
coarse pleasures and amidst what Words- 
worth hajipily calls his "glad animal mo- 
ments." One finds these things in Eiig- 
gland, but you cannot find theiu here. 
There aro also in au old country wlier(! 
society has been undisturbed, a certain 
to;ift>9f tbottght and feeliog, and certain 
ubftguB and oxpeotanciis which, even when 
moioly conventional, mould and influeuco 
tho chariioter. England is ho old a coun- 
try aud Booioty has been iirmly establish- 
ed in it for so long a time that the people 
aro quite homogeneous. An English 
school is simplr a little England, and a 
boy who gets there-soon 'finds oat what is 
the "proper form" in the opinion of the 
democratic and critical assemblage in tho 
playground. In young (countries, among 
a mixed population, tho tone may be 
good ODOUgh in tho echoola in some 
places, but there ia nothing national or 
fixed about it. Those parents in English 
floloniefl, tli'-Toforo, who know England, 
frequently — we might say, generally— pre- 
fer to send their children to Enghind to 
bo educated. Only a few of courbo can 
do this, but the fei-ling is widesj)road that, 
if possible, their children should bo train- 
ed to eihibit tho best points of tho Eng- 
lish character. This feeling indicates °an 
t^^Dj^jfoiatiod of a difference between edu- 
cation iu tiie colonics and education iiu the 
old country — a ditreronce arising proba- 
bly from some uf tho cau.sos stated. There 
is another advantage in favor of tho older 
cooAtry. . The gardens, and fields and tho 
hoases, with their furniture and orna- 
ments, are generally speaking, prettier 
and more handsome. The same may be 
said of ohurohea, bridges and other pnh- 
lio strUKtures. All thia, wo should ima- 
gine, has a good effect in helping to ])ro- 
duco in young folks at lea-t a readinoHs to 
i.oppreciato what is beautiful. A.s tuoy 
'^row up, they have tho oppcjrtuuity cf 
mooting other lads from retlned huroes, 
and of conversing with their superiors iu 
oulturw and ability. I'hus thoy aro gra- 
dually forming for themselves a liighur 
standard of thougl.'t and action, aii l tbo 
reaultis that, whether from inherited 
, conditions, or from the above training and 
B'arrouudiugs, a well-brought up English 
Tontb is a fine specimen of what a young 
man should be.^ Noif ' What sort of a 
. youth is the Britisli Oolambian youth so 
• aa wo are alilo to jndgo of him at pro.- 
^MOt aud what is lio lilioly to be in tho 
■ next' generation '/ Wo prefer to loave this 
question ior our roadors to answer. Tho 
country perhaps is too young yul to allow 
an entirely just opinion to bo formed of 
what our homebred youths are likely to 
be. The best of them, now amongst us, 
nriT equal to young men in any part of tho 
■ vorld, but those have had tho advantage 
pi home traininij by parents of good stook 



and education. The next generation may 

not bo qtiite so good. On the whole \)ur' 
own impression is that tho British Ool- 
uinbian youth of the present day i.s not, 
in all respects, a satisfaotory specimen. 
He has not had largo opportunities, and 
has been brought up niulor considorablo 
d i Bad vantages asiegardshissu i'r oui),di n jgs . 
Bat one remark must here be j^aAj'e; '^b 
must not pnt all tho blame ■'on him. 
We ourselves aro largely responsi- 
ble for those social inlluencoti and 
habits which Lave helped to spoil 
him. If we ourselves live coarse 
lives, and men in good worldly 
station, indulge in rougl^and even ob- 
rtBCftgfi, couversatioji and merriment; if 
there is not in society here^E^Wffioiont- 
ly restraining opinion or usage to curb 
the tongne and cheek hateful gossip 
how can we oxpoot our boys to 
bo good aud pure, or to Ijo- 
oome manly, reverent and courteous ? 
It is not enough to implant the seeds and 
energies of moral good-, in Jlifancy at 
homo. These have there effect, but a 
time oomes when the boy onnnot be al- 
ways within reaoh of his poHsibly hard 
working mother and his sisters; he go'.s 
into tho Htroots and moots other boys. 
This cannot be avoided; nor can boys 
over bo so hedged rouud with proprieties, 
that their exercises and games can only 
bo conducted under some form of re- 
straint. But a great deal, nevertheless, 
can bo done among ourselves to help tho 
boys, by our co-operating to discover tho 
ft)rcos of moral evil in our midst. In the 
iiiat placcf, lot moii and wonion too, in 
thoir own homes, bear carefully iu mind 
that every improper sentence uttered, or 
wrong action performed in the presence 
of tho young folks, is to som(.' e.vtent edu- 
cating their minds and liearti; in ii false 
direction. Let grown men, particularly, 
in their out-of-Lloor convorHutions with 
boys, or in the hearing of boy.s, rcmoiiilier 
tbo same fact, and carefully avoid what- 
ever is vulgar and "slangy," and still 
more what is indelicate or of unquestion- 
able projjriety. Boys' clubs for out-door 
sijorta and boys' meetings for any such 
ol)jocta as raising the standard of tlieir 
health and intelligence, sliould bo more 
encouragotl than they uro by men of sta- 
tion and refinement among us. We do 
not know a ^jlace where less is done in 
this respect. We permit onr boys to grow 
up as they may, and then blnme thuin fof 
what they are. Tho lack of healthy men- 
tal aud social culture is, we repeat, uot alto- 
gether tho fault of the boys. Still, after 
all has been done for them, they them- 
selves must clearly understand that they 
must make great efforts, if they wish to 
be an honor to their parents and their 
countrv, and to be pure, good and true 
men. Let them learn to estimate at it.s 
true value the slang of tho bar-room and 
the chatter of petty politicians in this 
small community. If they ever go out 
into the great world and loarn what ia 
really valued among men.they will regard 
the one with loathing and the other with 
contempt. If tho boys will take our ad- 
vice, they will not permit those golden 
hours of childhood to pass away 
unimproved in which each of them 
may lay up treasures of sympathy 
and thought. l>o thoy not feel some- 
times, in their own hearts, that this is the 
right thing to do? Have they never in 
reading books of great writers, or in look- 
ing u])on tho open face of nature, expe- 
rienced high instincts and m-w-born 
hopes, or t.Vve they never had visions of 
some dreanljiko glory to assure them that 
this world is not their final homeV We 
must look -piter the boyp; they arc nun e 
to US than the 'railway or the graving 
dock. If wo cannot do this in this Chris- 
tian land —

will condiino to bringing about ii hotter 
state of alTairs, At any rate, wc fotd cer- 
tain that the Tiilj(ar and malicious at- 
taol(s of onr ccjiitemiioraiy will luoet with 
universal condenination ainougHtall right 
thinking persons in this Province. Mr. 
Eiohards is highly connected and comes ' 
to us, with an honorable and unsullied 
reputation; and it is unjust and un-Lug- 
lish to greet him with atirado of unineaii- 
ing abiiso on tho very threshold of tho 
Province and before ever he hatt'had the 
opiiortunity of doing anytUiig.^tp j^erit 
either praise or censure. ' ' '

EUROPE. 

Raousa, July 22. — Mustar Fosha Djela- 
niu Pasha, and Soblizoki Pasha with sev- 
en battalions of infantry ,|our comp«ni^s of 
cuvaliy and 8 guns attacked the Servians 
in their entrenohments before Belina on 
Thursday, and after fo-ur hoars sanguinary 
combat the Servians fled and the Tujrks 
captured 4 guns and 4 forts. 

Paiub, July 22.— Tbo Journal des De- 
bates publishes a special dispatch from 
Semlin which states that Servians were 
defeated before Belina and the Servian 
Gen. Olympic's line of retreat out off. 
The news of Servian Gen. Tohmeraypff's 
defeat at Nisa and his retreat.tp^Ai^KliBA^ 
is also confirmed. 

London, July 22. — Special' cprr^sppn- 
dc-iitof Tinier says wo may oxpedi- 'daily 
a renewal of tho Turkish attack on Sait- 
cluir and much gloom prevula here. 
While Turks continue thus to persistonly 
assail Eastern flank of Servians and while 
Servians cannot do more tlian hold their 
own with dilhculty, relative oj)erations 
toward southwest which where chiefly iu- 
tonded are manifestly impossible. More 
fighting in same quarter ismomontanarily 
expected. 

London, July 22. — Turkish representa- 
tives abroad say the Sultan will appear in 
public in a fc ft' days, when a finnan an- 
nouncing ctTtain important reforms will 
be promulgated. 

Private telegrams from Consfantinopls 
say tho Sultan is sufl'ering from delirium 
tremens. The Sultan's brother has been 
Bont to tho war in order to induce tho 
Sultan to postpone his intended abdica- 
tion.

Nkw Yoitic,July 22. — Cool investigation 
confirms the original conviction that the 
capti/.ing of the yacht ]\Iohawk wan the 
vc8ult of groBsost iniHinanageinent by her 
sailing master who took not tho slightest 
pi('<-aution against a H<juall, tho approach 
of which was evident to everybody else. 
Ho hod set fall oanvasft while thle'^TelB^l 
was anchored. When the squall straok 
hIio was only beginning to get hoiulway so 
tho whole force of tho \yind was oxpcud- 
oil in drawing her down sideways. The 
evidonco shows also that her crow wore 
undiBcijilined through ineffoienoy of the 
maHter, otherwise tho cabin immatos might 
have been rescued after the capaizo. The 
testimony shows that Commodore Garner 
lost bis life in a chivulous eflort to save 
his wife. When tho water was already up 
to bis neck ho ropiicd to a friend who 
bold his hand trying to inill him towards 
tho hatch "My (ioil I cannot leave my 
wjfe," next instant tbo rush of water over- 
whelmed hjm. The ladies app(>ar to havo 
boon held down by thi> jng lead ballast 
which broke through into tho cal)in when 
ihii yacht caroi'ned. Co\. Crosby who 
waH saved says "when it began to rain 
hard we all ran down ioto the oabin for 
sholtor, wo had been there four or Ave 
niiuutes when we heard a noiso of wind 
and at the same time the vessel gave a 
troniendous lurch to port upsetting the 
caliin table and throwing tho eontonts of 
that aud the sidobuard on tho fioor, Gar- 
ner, llowlacd, Thorno aud myself ran on 
dock, Montaint remaining in the oab|n. 
Tho sailing ma8tAr''wo8 at tho wliebl but I 
did not hear him give any ordern. When 
ho did give tho order it was too lat«. no 

one then could liAvu lot go the iiia^u im

— The bodies of 
Commodore Garner and wife, Misg Adolo 
Hundter and cabin boy Peter Sullivan, 
have been recovered from tho yacht Mo- 
hawk, sunk at her anchorage by a squall 
yesterday afternoon. Frost Thome, his 
brother and Mrs. Orroier are still miss- 
ing. It is thought tbe}r,bave been swept 
into tbo bay and drowned. 

The body of Mr. Garnier has been re- 
covered from tho yacht Mohawk, and di- 
vers are endeavoring to sociire other 
bodies. Stapleton and Now Brighton aro 
draped in mourning. Tho sailors charge 
the whole misfortune upon Coptain Raw- 
lings, and he remains undai; arrest.
